to temporarily settle down in that coun- 
‘tay.’ In Article Iof the Immigration Laws 
passed in June, 1890, it wag provided 
“that the entry into the ports of the Ra- 


capitalists, and it may be presumed tho 
Brazilian Government will adopt precau- 
tionary measures to provent overcrowd- 
ing of the Isbour market, a state. of 
pfiairs which would bo oqually disastrous 
with the want of labour to induatrial 
enterprise. : 

For the prevention of tho possible 
evils we have pointed out ond. of any 
others that “may be discovered should 
tho immigration bo proceeded with, it is 
the Chinose Government that will have to 
treat with the Brazilian Government ; 
but as tho trafic is likely to take 
place through Hongkong—as is desired 
by the agents—and as the transporta- 
tion will, im. all likelihood, be. carried 
out by British steamers, ‘chartered from. 
British firms in this Colony, it isincumbent 
on the Colonial Government, while refrain- 
ing from placing unduly repressive regula- 
tions in the way, to nee that the trade is at 
least above suspicion and is not likely to 
bring about 8 repatition of the worst fea- 
tures of the coolia trade in Peru.
